China After 
Chou En-jal

HONG KONG 一 Sincethe pub- 
lication of the pictures showing 
Chairman Mao resting his head on 
the back of the chair when he re- 
ceived Prime Minister Lee Kuan 
Yew of Singapore, and the revela- 
tion that the meeting lasted only 
fifteen minutes，speculations as to 
the degree of deterioration of 
Maos health and strength have 
been rampant in HongKong. (The 
stock market plunged in an other- 
wise unexplained wave of selling.) 

As acoincidence,，one of Ameri- 
cas leading Sinologists，Professor 
John King Fairbank of Harvard， 
was visiting Hong Kong， During 
his stay，he was invited by the 
American Chamber of Commerce 
to speak on the topic“China after 
Chou En-lai.” It was evident that 
in addition to the late Premier 
Chou, the Chairman was also very 
much on Professor FEairbank's 
mind as he spoke. 

PARALLEL 

Professor Eairbank said that，as 
a historian, he was able to draw a 
parallel between the current situ- 
ation and what had happened in 
the past when leadership was end- 
ing. There was no tradition of re- 
tirement in China,，especially 
when it concerned the rulers， 

Chou was an ideal minister with 
absolute loyalty for the top man， 
in this case Mao Tse-tung. Politi- 
cally he had unfailing skill in solv- 
ing all manners of administrative 
and bureaucratic problems，Per- 
Sonally he possessed grace, charm， 
charisma, plus brains and durabil- 
ity. Mao，on the other hand，like 
theemperor of traditional China， 
arbitrary and_ unpredictable， is 
above the bureaucratic structure， 


Both men had their counterparts 
in the Chinese past. 


However, Professor Fairbank 
hastened to emphasize，both Mao 
and Chou were, above all things， 
revolutionaries， They were the 
revolutionaries after Sun Yat-sen s 
generation，after the defeat and 
humiliation China suffered in the 
last_ century when she was under 
the rule of the old regime，Eor 
Mao and Chou to be successful 
revolutionaries，they must attack 
the old order and ruling class tra- 
ditions. This is the ideal of the com- 
tinUimng rebolution，the complete 
and permanent breakdown of the 
monopoly of political and cultural 
institutions by theruling elite, and 
the prevention of the rising of an- 
other group to take its place. 


Economically， though agricul- 
tural production is feeding the 
population of more than eight 
hundred million, it is not yet able 
to Provide more than a subsistence 
level of living，To prevent the 
people from becoming dissatisfied， 
it is necessary to keep them in iso- 
lation from the world outside 
China， 

Educationally，efforts are con- 
centrated on the elementary learn- 
ing of basic skills. Academic 
freedom and higher knowledge im 
thetraditional sense will go by the 
wayside at least for some time to 
come， 

RESURCENCE 

Professor Fairbank wiewed the 
radicals in_ China today “in a To- 
mantic sense as egalitarian True 
Believers of the continuous revolu- 
tion.”As fanatic advocates who 
wish to prevent，at any cost，the 
resurgence of an entrenched bu- 
reaucracy in the Chinese Political 
system，they can be compared to 
the 18th-century Memorialists 
whose “holier-than-thou right- 
eousness” influenced Policy but 
could not change events. Whether 
the revolution led by Mao and 
Chou has gone far enough to de- 
stroy the Chinese bureaucratic 
tradition is an interesting question 
indeed. 

While in Hong Kong，Professor 
Fairbank announced the forma- 
tion of a China Institute at 了 ar- 
vard, to correlate and disseminate 
the vast_ amount of scholarly re- 
Search in Chinese studies， 

One must assume，as the an- 
nouncement was made in Hong 
Kong and as twwo prominent Chi- 
nese _ merchants were among the 
directors of this new Institute, that 
the impetus and financing must 
have Hong Kong origins. There is 
plenty of wealth in Hong Kong. It 
is encouraging tc see that at least 
some of it will benefit the know]- 
edge of mankind.

TAIPEI 一 Taipei reiterated its 
Sovereignty over the Nansha and 
Hsisha islands (the Spratley and 
Paracel islands) May 28. 

In a formal statement, the Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs said “no 
other country would have the 


。 TIight to enter into a contract for 


oil exploration or exploitation on 
the reed bank which is situated 
within the Nansha islands.… 

The ministry made the state- 
mentupon learning from a foreign 
wire report that a consortium of 
three Swedish and seven Philip- 
pine companies has contracted 
with the government of the Phil- 
ippines for oil exploration on the 
reed bank in the South China Sea.， 

The ministry also stressed that 
the Hsisha islands are also “an in- 
tegral part of the territory of 
China,”refuting the sovereignty 
over the islands recently claimed 
by North and South Vietnam. 

The ministry stated that the two 
archipelagos “have long been an 
inalienable part of the territory of 
the Republic of China.” 口

e President Ford and Secretary 
Kissinger do not take Chinese in- 
terpreters with them when they go 
to China，relying，instead，on 
China providing them， 

e。 Cooperating with Taiwan in 
language _ efforts could prejudice 
future _ cooperation with the 
Peoples Republic of China. 

e The best interpreters in China 
are better than the best ones in the 
U.S$.，but the second-level inter- 
preters in China are inferior to the 
second-level ones in the U.S.

“There are very few violins 
made by the Italian master Nicola 
Amati at the turn of the 16th 
century，and fewer still with ex- 
ceptional quality， said Luca. “I 
had been looking for two or three 
years for a fiddle to play baroque 
music on. I ended up having to 
make a rush trip to Hong Kong to 
find thefinest Amati available.… 

Nicola Amati was the third 
generation of a renowned family 
of violin makers working in 
Cremona， Italy，between 1520 
and 1648. A master of the craft, he 
taught Antonio Stradivari and 
Andrea Guarneri. 

The violin Luca bought has 
maple on the back and sidqes and 
spruce on the front 一 all of which 
came from the same fregion of 
what is now Yugoslavia， 

“The master craftsmen scoured 
the_ earth for the most suitable 
woods,” said Luca. “Stradivari 
was 25 when this instrument was 
made，and I am of the opinion 
that he could not have made one 
as g00d.”
